#92 - "Johnson, President Lyndon B." - file contains many docume 
regarding White House initiated inquiries regarding various 
individuals in the Kennedy Administration and other prominent 
individuals. No reference to King. 


#100 - "King, Martin Luther, Jr." - contains several documents 
regarding authorization of technical surveillance of King. 

#114 - "Microphone Surveillances" - briefing book concerning 
administrative handling of authorization of microphone surveil- 
lances from 1950 forward. File also has the results of extensiv 
review in 1966 to determine how many microphone surveillances 
of the Bureau were approved by former AG Katzenbach. This docu- 
ment contains write-ups on three King microphone surveillances 
about which Katzenbach was advised (this information seen by OPR 
in connection with King reviews). 


#129 - "Possible Testimony, U.S. Senate Committee on the Judicia 
Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure, Sen. E.V. 
Long" - file contains 1965-66 Director testimony before this 
committee and deals with wiretapping and microphone surveillance 
Contains list of all wiretappings in force during these years. 
King mentioned in one exhibit as being subject of a wiretap. 

#135 - "Riots - Summer of 1964" - this 2-volume file contains 
numerous memoranda from the field analyzing riots throughout the 
U.S. during 1964. Material was apparently furnished to Thomas 
E. Dewey who had been appointed by President to serve on a com- 
mittee to make recommendations on riot prevention. Because of 
its non sensitive nature, these files were not reviewed for 
mention of King.

#163 - ’Vire tapping - Presidential Authority” - file contains 
White House memorandum to AG dated 5/21/40 and other memoranda 
regarding microphone surveillance authorization. 

#164 - 'Viretapping, Use of in FBI” - file contains 1955 briefing 
book for Director concerning authority of FBI to wiretap and to 
investigate other wiretapping. No mention of King. 


Observations - In light of access to our filas author- 
ized by the AG, the 0C files do not contain material too sensiti 
for review by OPR. It is further noted that, with respect to 
targets of technical surveillance, which are contained in a numb 
of files, the Department already has access to such information. 
Therefore, subject to cited excision and restriction, it is 
recommended access to the above described OC files should be 
allowed.

There appears to be no legal problem involved in making 
the listed OC files described in this memorandum available to personnel 
of the Office of Professional Responsibility Task Force, and Legal 
Counsel Division concurs with our efforts to cooperate with this Task 
Force.

The FBI attempted in November, 1975, to locate 
fingerprints of Sullivan on the letter to r King ' with nega- 
tive results.

It is noted 
this letter is an original and neither it nor any copies of 
it ever formed a part of an official FBI file.

Telephone surveillance was in effect against 
Martin Luther King, Jr., at the Claridge Hotel, Atlantic City 
New Jersey, during August 22-27, 1964. Frier to King's 
arrival in Atlantic City, coverage was installed in Rooms 
1902 and 1923 since these two rooms had been net aside for 
use by King. Upon arrival, King checked into Room 1923 and

The only known dissemination of information obtained 
from above electronic surveillance was through memoranda pre- 
pared by C. D. DeLoach to Walter Jenkins, aide to President 
Johnson.

Microphone surveillance of King was effected at 
the Willard Hotel, Washington, D. C., during January 5-7, 

1964. See Exhibit A for authorisation of surveillance. 

Transcripts of this microphone surveillance wera 
reviewed for overhears of Lee. Documents attached in 
Exhibit P represent only instances wherein Lee was definitely 
identified. It is noted that throughout the transcripts 
there arc many references to conversations involving uniden- 
tified males, which could possibly be Lee. However, there 
appears no feasible way to determine if any additional over- 
hears of Lee were obtained. 

With respect to dissemination of information obtained 
from the microphone surveillance at the Willard Hotel, Sullivan 
to Belmont memorandum January 13, 19C4, cautioned. Communist 
Party, O.S.A. - Negro Question, Corsnunist Influence in Racial 
Matters, Internal Security - Communist,' recommended that a 
memorandum containing surveillance results be furnished to 
the Attorney General and Mr. Jenkins. Mr. Foovrr noted that 
a copy need not be given the Attorney General but approved 
dissemination to Jenkins. This meno rand urn contains a notation. 
Handled January 14, 1964 - with Jenkins and the President,* 
and initialed by DeLoach. (Seo Exhibit F-l) It is noted that 
in March, 1964 f information obtained during surveillance at 
the Willard was disseminated to the Department of Justice. 
However, information disseminated contained no reference to 
Lee. 

It is noted that the March, 1964, memorandum 
contained no overhears involving Lee directly. However, the 
Initial paragraph identified Lee as an official of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference, who checked Into 
the Willard Hotel on the evening of January 5, 1964.
